SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Before I get into other ritual furnishings we 
use in the liturgy, I would like to focus on the 
Chair for the Priest Celebrant. I will be using 
the Bishop's Document "Built of Living Stones" 
as my primary source. In BLS paragraphs 63-65 
we hear: 

The chair of the priest celebrant stands "as a 
symbol of his office of presiding over the 
assembly and of directing prayer". An 
appropriate placement of the chair allows the 
priest celebrant to be visible to all in the 
congregation. The chair reflects the dignity of 
the one who leads the community in the person 
of Christ, but is never intended to be remote or 
grandiose. The priest celebrant's chair is 
distinguished from the seating for other 
ministers by its design and placement. "The seat 
for the deacon should be placed near that of the 
celebrant". In the cathedral, in addition to the 
bishop's chair or cathedra-which is permanent, 
an additional chair will be needed for use by the 
rector or priest celebrant. The [most 
appropriate] place for the chair is at the head of 
the sanctuary and turned toward the people 
unless the design of the building or other 
circumstances [such as distance or the 
placement of the tabernacle] are an obstacle. 
This chair is not used by a layperson who 
presides at a service of the word with 
Communion or a Sunday celebration in the 
absence of a priest. (Cf. Congregation for 
Divine Worship, Directory for Sunday 
Celebrations in the Absence of a Priest [1988], 
no. 40.) Other chairs may be placed in the 
sanctuary for the priest concelebrants and other 
priests present for the celebration in choir 
dress". 

It is my understanding like that of the Altar, 
Ambo, and Font, the Chair of the Priest 
Celebrant, and the chair for the Deacon were to 
be redesigned as part of the initial renovation. 
The chairs that we are using now at OLBH for 




the Priest Celebrant, Deacons come from a 
dinning room table set, and were only to be 
temporary. 

The chair for the priest celebrant, the deacon's 
chairs as well as other ritual furnishings used in 
our liturgy, such as the Processional Cross, 
Processional Candles, Paschal Candle Holder, 
Ambry or the Repository where the Oils are 
kept, will be part of finishing the renovation 
project. 

Next week I will focus our refection on other 
Ritual Furnishings.
